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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

1. The 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

2. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed to 
non-statutory subject matter . 

3. Claim 1 is rejected because it is claiming a non-tangible result. In claim 1, merely 
determining the value of the magnetization of the active material based on the value of the angle 
of the Faraday rotation would not appear to be sufficient to constitute a useful concrete and 
tangible result , since the outcome of the determining step has not been used in a disclosed 
practical application nor made available (in the claim) in such a manner that its usefulness in a 
disclosed practical application can be realized. See OG Notices: 22 November 2005, "Interim 
Guidelines for Examination of Patent Applications for Patent Subject Matter Eligibility". 

The applicant is requested to determine whether the claimed invention complies with the 
subject matter eligibility requirement of 35 U.S.C. Sec. 101, sentence 3, in the OG Notice from 
22 November 2005, which states "In determining whether the claim is for a practical application, 
the focus is not on whether the steps taken to achieve a particular result are useful, tangible, and 
concrete, but rather that the final result achieved by the claimed invention is "useful, tangible, 
and concrete." 

4. Claims 2-5 are rejected for reasons similar to the reasons of rejection of claim 1 above 
because they are not claiming a useful, concrete and tangible result and therefore are directed to 
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non-statutory subject matter. Claims 2-5 comprise(s) intermediate step(s) in the magneto-optical 
imaging method claimed in claim 1 . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-5 would be allowable if amended to overcome the 35 U.S.C. 101 rejections 
above. 

6. Claims 6-8 are allowable. 

7. Claims 1 and 6 would be allowable because the prior art of record, taken alone or in 
combination, fails to disclose or render obvious a magneto-optical imaging method/device in 
which the Faraday rotation of the active material is substantially proportional to its 
magnetization when it is subjected to an interfering magnetic field, perpendicular to said face 
and varying in a minimum range extending between substantially -1 Oersted and substantially +1 
Oersted, and the value of the magnetization of the active material, under the effect of the 
interfering magnetic field, is determined based on the value of the angle of the Faraday rotation, 
in combination with the rest of the limitations of the respective claims.
